periences during the Civil War 
for

Inglowood's interview with Mr. Bolan 
follows: 


Pius J. Bolnn. 21.'!.'? Atlas street, 


was named in honor of Pope Pius 
IX, but nearly everybody calls him 
"Jerry," he said. IIo enlisted March 
24, 1S(M, in Company B, Seventeenth 
Pennsylvania Cavalry, when he was 
within three days of being Ifi jears- 
of age. 
He wasn't old enough to get 


into the Army before that. 


His regiment was s^nt down to Vir- 


ginia, and saw a number of skirmishes 
in and around Petersburg and Rich- 
mond, and in the- Shcnandoah Valley. 


Mr. Bolan is of the opinion that 


ho is the only one living that acted 
as an escort to Gen. Phil Sheridan 
when he made his famous ride from 
Winchester, "twenty miles away." 
The general was on his splendid black 
horse, and soon outdistanced every one 
of his escort, whose horses were slow- 
er. 


"Wo tried our best, but we couldn't 


keep up with him," grinned Mr. Bolan. 
"But 
we got there just the same, even 


if we were a little late." 


Remembers Rattles 


Cedar Creek, Winchester, Gordon'* 


Hill, Cold Harbor are a few of the 
battles Mr. Bolan remembers most 
distinctly. Lying out under the stars 
at night, with his saddle for a pil- 
low, 
or sleeping between rows of corn 


and waking up in the morning to find 
himself covered with six 
inches of 


snow are a few of the other ex- 
periences he will likely never forget. 


''I wouldn't-want to go through 


it again," he declares, ''and if I ever 
join another army, it'll be the Salva- 
tion Army." 


After tho surrender of Lee, the 


Seventeenth 
Pennsylvania 
Cavalry 


was sent, June 18, to Louisville, Ky., 
and Mr. Bolan was there until his dis- 
charge, August 7, 1865. 


While in Kentucky, Mr. Bolan made 


a picture frame from cedar wood that 
contained hundreds of pieces of little 
wood, cleverly carved and
